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Bald Eagle 


Tests to determine 
cause of eagle death

A forensic lab examination 
will seek to determine the cause 
of death of an eagle found in 
Fulton County last week. 

Fish and Wildlife Information 
Officer Sgt. Garry Clark said the 
eagle was discovered by a rabbit 
hunter on Tuesday, Jan. 20 near 
No. 9 Lake, in the Lower Bottom 
section of the county. 

Upon the finding, Clark said 
the hunter notified Fulton County 
Fish and Wildlife Officer Greg 
Youree, who recovered the body 
of the full grown eagle. 

According to reports issued by 
Officer Youree, the eagle did not 
appear to have been shot, but the 
cause of death was not known. 

The body will now be turned 
over to federal officers in early 
February, with a necropsy to be 
performed. 


Sgt. Clark said over the last few 
years, five or six dead eagles have 
been discovered in the 14 county 
coverage area, with the cause of 
death ranging from power line 
electrocution, to sickness and 
other natural causes. 

With the Fulton County finding 
coming very near a nesting area, 
Clark added that the birds are 
also very territorial, and often 
fight amongst themselves. 

Investigative conclusions 
from another recent discovery 
in Western Kentucky showed a 
dead eagle had received puncture 
wounds to its chest and heart 
from the talons of a nearby 
nesting eagle. 

Depending on the case load 
of the laboratory performing the 
examination, the actual cause of 
death could take up to six months 
to receive.

Defraud of Fulton County Lady thwarted

One of the fastest growing 
forms of elder abuse is financial 
fraud. Often, unreported, elder 
financial fraud is difficult to 
combat. An elderly lady who 
resides in the Cayce community 
was almost scammed by two 
white males and one of the 
males has been identified as Paul 
Girton. 

According to a Fulton County 
Sheriff’s Office press release 
dated Wednesday, Jan. 21, 
“at approximately 1 p.m. two 
white males went to an elderly 
lady’s residence in Cayce and 
approached her about some home 
repairs. The subjects were able to 
persuade her that she was in need 
of some home improvements on 
the roof and chimney area. The 
amount of the repairs was $3,500; 
the subjects had her write them a 
check for that amount.” 

After obtaining the check, 
the subjects told her they would 
return in the spring to complete 
the work, taking the check up 


front to pay for the materials 
in cash. The two individuals 
also left a paid receipt and 
documentation that looked very 
real and credible. 

“The subjects left the residence 
and proceeded to the bank where 
the check was drafted on,” 
continued the press release. “The 
bank notified a family member 
that went to the bank and 
confronted the subjects outside 
and was able to retrieve the check. 
Fulton Police officers responded 
but the subjects had left the scene 
before they arrived. They were 
seen leaving in a Silver Dodge 
truck with tinted windows; no 
license plate information was 
obtained.” 

Girton was identified by the 
Indiana driver’s license that he 
presented to cash the check. He 
is a white male, 40, with a last 
known address out of Indiana. 

Girton is wanted on felony 
charges for numerous related 
charges. One report shows he 
was able to do the same thing to 
an 87 year old man in Indiana for 


$32,000. 

The second male subject was 
not identified, also a white male, 
about the same age as Girton. 

Fulton Sheriff Bobby Hopper 
is requesting the public’s help 
and asking if you have been 
approached by these subjects or 
have any information regarding 
this incident please contact our 
office at 270-236-2545. The 
Sheriff’s Office has unconfirmed 
reports of these individuals 
approaching residences in Obion 
Co., Tenn. 

Editor’s Note: Most states 
now have laws that make elder 
financial abuse a crime and 
provide ways to help the senior 
and punish the scammer. 

Elder financial abuse is tough 
to combat, in part because it often 
goes unreported. Many elderly 
victims are often too confused, 
fearful, or embarrassed by the 
crime to report it. One recent study 
reported by Consumers Digest 
estimated that there are at least 
5 million cases of this financial 
abuse in the United States each

year, but law enforcement or 
government officials learn about 
only 1 in 25 cases. 

You can protect yourself or 
your loved ones from financial 
elder abuse by becoming familiar 
with the most common scams 
and learning what to do if you 
suspect foul play. 

The family of the elderly wants 
to remind others to be suspicious 
to whomever comes to your door 
without prior notice. “One of the

Kindergarten 
readiness in 
county falls 
to 42.2% 

Last year 49% of Kentucky 
students entering Kindergarten 
were designated at “Kindergarten 
ready” and Fulton County’s 
students were among them. This 
year the state’s number increased 
slightly to 50%, according to a 
recent published report. Fulton 
County students, however, have 
dropped below state level at 
42.2% with 45 students enrolled 
in the district. 

“The data from Kindergarten 
readiness offers us good baseline 
data to know where our students 
are academically and then know 
where they need to go,” stated 
Fulton County Superintendent 
Aaron Collins. “We encourage 
our parents to enroll their 
four year old child into the 
preschool program in order 
to assist students to become 
acclimated to school and ready 
for kindergarten. Fulton County 
Schools offer full day preschool 
and kindergarten.” 

Last year 32 out of 45 present 
Kindergarteners attended 

preschool in Fulton County. “We 
also monitor student progress 
throughout the year at the 
preschool level to ensure progress 
and monitor growth,” added Supt. 
Collins. “Our preschool teachers 
are attending the Kentucky 
Initiative for Social Skills and 
Emotional Development in 
Hopkinsville, Ky., each month 
in order to receive training so 
we can enhance students social 
development skills and thus 
improve Kindergarten readiness

Years ago when I crashed and 
burned financially there were a 
few strong emotions that spurred 
me towards change. One of those 
was disgust. I realized that what 
I was doing was stupid, and that 
I was tired of living that way. 
I made a conscious, proactive 
decision that things were going 
to be different. 

The second emotion was fear. 
I was scared to death that I’d be 
broke for the rest of my life. I 


don’t think you should ever live 
your life in fear, but a reasonable, 
healthy level of fear can be a 
terrific motivator. 

The third thing was 
contentment. Marketers try to 
sell us on the idea that we’ll be 
happier if we just go out and 
buy things. When we have this 
stuff crammed down our throats 
all day long, rapid-fire, it can 
affect our level and perception of 
contentment.

The horrifying thing is how 
our slide rule of decades past 
has to shift every five years. I’ve 
been accustomed to calling the 
year 1980 “30 years ago.” This 
year, it had to slide a half decade 
to 1985. But then, memories 
from thirty years ago stick 
cleaner than memories made last 
week. I can’t tell you what I was 
doing while drinking coffee this 
morning, but I can remember 
what the sunshine looked like 
coming through the front door 
windows of a now gone Moscow 
Avenue home place in 1985. The 
dust used to slowly settle and 
was visible in the beam. Mom 
used to babysit local children 
and together we’d sit on brown 
shag carpet worn from footpaths 
and watch this dust. Whether 
it was pet dander or mites I 
can’t recall as vividly, perhaps 
because we didn’t question it 
(thirty years ago). We just found 
it entertaining on a daily basis. 
Those were easy days. The life in 
front of us seemed endless. We 
had just begun to log our personal 
history just a handful of years 
in. It included much play time 
and imagination. There wasn’t 
an internet outside of what the 
military had, and not much in the 
way of personal computers. An 
Atari with a joystick let us blast 
pixilated asteroids on occasion, 
but it wasn’t something we made 
a habit of. 

Neither did we spend a whole 
lot of time watching TV. We had 
just three channels. WPSD came 
in clear out of Paducah, KFVS out 
of Cape Girardeau, and a couple 
of fuzzy ABC’s out of Illinois 
or Jackson. I remember when 
we bought a brand new satellite 
dish. It wasn’t like what you see 
today the size of a car tire. These 
were like those that sit outside 
network TV studios or NASA.

We moved to West Hickman in 
the summer. I was to start second 
grade at Hickman Elementary in 
the fall. It was dusty and hot over 
that levee beside Bond Hill. One 
good thing about being six years 
old, I didn’t have to help move. 
It seemed like I just showed up 
at that grey sided house on the 
corner next to the levee where 
the train passed through headed 
into West Hickman. I had never 
lived in a town before. I was 
used to cows, pigs and wide open 
spaces with no neighbors, close 
by anyway. 

I met our neighbor to our right. 
Miss Ovie Hanks was a tiny 
woman with coke bottle glasses. 
She walked over, more like a 
run really, crossing the ditch 
into our yard, introduced herself 
and never stopped talking. She 
was a talker. Momma said she 
was nosey, as I recall, but I 
understood why when she told 
us she was a columnist for The 
Hickman Courier. I had never met 
a columnist before. She went on 
to tell us that she wrote a column 
called the Route Three News 
that appeared weekly. That was 
also when I learned our address. 
Route #3, Hickman, Kentucky. I 
think to this day if a letter lands 
in Hickman with only your name, 
it will still find its way to your 
mailbox. It was also the first, but 


not the last time I read my name 
in The Hickman Courier. 

There were other neighbors 
down the way and I’ll probably 
mention them as I continue my 
memories behind the levee in 
West Hickman but it was Miss 
Ovie Hanks and her husband Mr. 
Floyd Hanks that provided me 
with some cherished memories. 
Mr. Hanks and my dad became 
fishing buddies and I would sit 
in wonder at some of the stories 
they would tell. Sometimes just 
standing across from each other 
at that old wire fence. In later 
years that old fence was bent 
down to touch the ground in our 
back yards as their grand kids 
and I became friends and recipes 
were shared. Times were easy 
then, friends made for life and 
we would fight like brothers and 
sisters as well. 

One particular day during the 
years we shared as neighbors 
my mom and my sister Marsha 
decided to trick Miss Hanks. 
She really couldn’t see very 
well, even with those glasses of 
hers, so they thought it would be 
a hoot to dress me up as a girl, 
makeup and all and send me over 
to buy some tomatoes. Back in 
the day everybody had a garden 
and my dad and Mr. Hanks would 
compete for the finest tomatoes in 
the land. Well, I got all dolled up 
in a dress with makeup and high 


heels and wandered/stumbled 
over to the Hanks’ front porch. 
A knock on the door brought 
her out and in my highest pitch 
‘girly’ voice I asked her if she 
had any tomatoes for sale. 

If you knew Miss Hanks you 
would know that she was not the 
type to just say yes and bring 
some tomatoes out in a little bag, 
take the money, thank you and let 
you be on your way. No, she was 
a columnist for The Hickman 
Courier and was not going to 
let a stranger come to Route #3 
without reporting the visit. After 
about ten minutes of her talking, 
me lying and my mom and sister 
giggling behind the tree in our 
yard; I had to confess who I was. 
She took her glasses off and stared 
at me. She said, “Why Jeff Shell!” 
“You sure make a pretty girl”. 
We laughed and laughed. My 
mom and my sister Marsha came 
over and shared a big pitcher of 

sweet tea with her.and made 

memories. When I graduated 
high school Miss Hanks gave me 
a graduation present of a cologne 
that I could not find at Terrell 
Garrison’s supermarket. There 
was Hi Karate, Canoe and Aqua 
Velva but no Royal Copenhagen. 
I found that gift behind the glass 
at Rumfelt’s Pharmacy where 
they kept the ‘good stuff’. I 
still use that brand of cologne. 
Another memory. 


A symbol of 1980s status in the 
yard. With that, we could watch 
an early rendition of the Disney 
Channel. But most time was 
spent outdoors and away from 
plugged in electronics regardless 
of the season. We looked at the 
bark of trees to discover ants 
marching, or guessed the shapes 
of puffy clouds rolling along blue 
skies. We ate of cherries, plums, 
pecans, and green apples from our 
own backyard. We got muddy in 
bare feet in a nearby creek. Our 
eyes weren’t glued permanently 
to touch screen devices. They 
didn’t exist yet. 

We had one phone. It was a 
tan model installed by the phone 
company. A rotary, no less, where 
every number was jostled on the 
dial. Today, nobody memorizes 
a phone number, but you had 
to know all of them, at least the 
pertinent ones, thirty years ago. 
In Hickman, you could get away 
with a local call just knowing 
the last four digits. For a now 
extinct house, our number was 
502-236-3991. Today, hoodlums 
in Louisville refer to themselves 
as “The 502” playing off their 
exclusive area code. We were 
that before it was a thing. 

The inevitable thought 
becomes, were we better off in 
Reagan’s years and that point in 
history, or were we blind to grown 
up realities like cost of living and 
taxes and fear from the Soviet 
Union nuking us from the earth? 
All we worried about as children 
was the path dust took through 
the sunshine to the carpet. 

And now, it’s been 30 years.

Dr. Clardy gives riveting address on the Beloved Community 

Keynote speaker Dr. Brian 
Keith Clardy gave the noonday 
address following the annual 
Martin Luther King, Jr. March in 
Hickman last week. “Dr. Clardy, 
a prolific speaker is my friend, a 
brother and servant of the most 
high,” stated Rev. Kimberly 
Traylor of Thomas Chapel CME 
Church in Hickman. 

Noting that Dr. King stood not 
only for justice, love and peace 
Dr. Clardy focused his address 
on the Beloved Community, 
joining together with Rev. Tray¬ 
lor, Rev. Nancy Varden, Rev. Jim 
Delaney, Rev. Hulon Scates and 
Rev. Michael Benford. 

Dr. Clardy passionately de¬ 
scribed why it is important to 
choose the Beloved Community 
instead of turning to violence, 
citing the example Dr. King 
lived so long ago. 

“Dr. King expressed a righ¬ 
teous indignation at the hostile 
status quo to which God’s people 
were faced,” Dr. Clardy stated 
with conviction. “Whether it 
was racisim, war, imperialism or 
poverty. 

“Dr. King’s epic nonviolent 
resistance coupled the best of 
America’s democratic tradition 
with an urgent sense of prophetic 
love to make our nation the best 
it could be or in his words to 
make America true to what she 
professed on paper. 

“Indeed Dr. King’s vision best 
articulated in what he called 
the Beloved Community,” con¬ 
tinued Dr. Clardy. “As early as 
1957 the year after the success¬ 
ful Montgomery Boycott he said 
the nonviolent resistor must of¬ 
ten express his protest through 
non-cooperation or boycotts but 
non-cooperation or boycotts are 
not ends themselves they are 
merely the means to waken the 
sense of moral shame in the op¬ 
ponent - the end is redemption 
and reconciliation. 

“The aftermath of nonviolence 
is the creation of the Beloved 
Community,” noted Dr. Clardy.

“Violence is tragic bitterness.” 

Dr. Clardy reminded those in 
attendance that Dr. King offered 
the nation a very stark choice. 
“The path of violence and hatred 
can take the nation further down 
a path of destruction or the path 
of love to create and foster the 
Beloved Community, one where 
American ideals become a real¬ 
ity.” 

The dilemma presented by Dr. 
King gave the nation a clear and 
lucid alternative. “Just like Josh¬ 
ua clearly made his choice,” Dr. 
Clardy said. “Dr. King provided a 
choice, peacefully - to the nation 
- to just like I choose and others 
choose to serve the Lord.” 

Dr. Clardy noted that Dr. King 
and Joshua drew similar conclu¬ 
sions to wager for an ideal so¬ 
ciety and the adoration of a just 
God than travel down the path of 
oblivion of selfishness and a de¬ 
structive way of life.

CLOSING CHURCHES 

An article in the Wall Street 
Journal painted a somber picture 
of European Churches.

decade of the 21st century,” Dr. 
Clardy stated. “The events last 
year and the last few days have 
been stained with blood, hatred 
violence, and anger.” 

Dr. Clardy reminded everyone 
that people could continue along 
this horrible path or could choose 
to move forward. “To create and 
live in the Beloved Community,” 
he said. 

“We can stew in our resent over 
the deaths of Michael Brown and 
Eric Garner and allow the bitter¬ 
ness to lead us to lash out vio¬ 
lently or we can work through 
our democratic processes.” 

Dr. Clardy suggested that they 
register to vote, doing so in large 
numbers, even after the election 
and stay active in the political 
process. 

“Be proactive in our destiny,” 
he continued. “We can accept 
things as the new normal crime 
and dysfunction in our commu¬ 
nity and live out ugly and nasty 
stereotypes or we can go back to 
what we know works.” 

What works is family, faith, 
hard work and a sense of de¬ 
cency. 

Addressing the point further, 
Dr. Clardy added “There is noth¬ 
ing cute or endearing about being 
ratchet or mean spirited. There is 
nothing admirable about selling 
death to our people and profit¬ 
ing from it and calling it ‘Bling’. 
There is nothing respectable 
about living a life of co-depen¬ 
dency or entitlement. 

“Our ancestors would hang 
their heads in shame if they knew 
we celebrated social dysfunc¬ 
tion through reality television, 
music that degrades our people 
and pointless entertainment,” he 
said. “It doesn’t have to be this 
way. We have a choice, we can 
uplift the traditional family and 
celebrate monogamous and en¬ 
dearing love.” 

Dr. Clardy reminded everyone 
that they have a choice. “We can 
use our music to chide, encour¬ 
age and prophesy, using our dol¬ 
lars to create jobs in our commu¬ 
nity. 

“Use our churches and houses 
of worship as places were the 


spirit is fed. Where the body is 
fed and healed. Where our peo¬ 
ple are taught and empowered.” 

He also suggest that they use 
the pupit to preach and speak 
out against hatred, systematic 
racism, imperialism and wear 
itself. 

“Educate our children to be¬ 
come stakeholders in the making 
of their own world by showing 
them the wonders of science, 
the joys of literature, the appre¬ 
ciation of arts and culture, and 
a realistic and practical study of 
history.” 

Everyone’s opinion counts. 
“Our conversation should not be 
pigeon holed, we are not thugs,” 
he said. “We are not ghetto. We 
are not criminal. We most con¬ 
stantly assert this. We do not 
need Hollywood to do this.” 

With precedented challenges 
ahead Dr. Clardy believes “we 
are the ones we have been wait¬ 
ing for.” “Our people, world, and 
nation have a decision to make,” 
he said. “Either be objects of 
history or subjects of it. We can 
either write this chapter of our 
story or be an after thought.” 

“Please be aware that if we 
choose the former, we will have 
squandered the work of our an¬ 
cestors and show the God of our 
ancestors the utmost disdain,” 
Dr. Clardy said as he began to 
close. “By choosing the later 
we become stockholders in the 
life of our people, in our world 
and how that story can be con¬ 
cluded. 

“On MLK Day and the dark 
days ahead, choose wisely.” 

Rev. Varden, Rev. Delany, and 
Rev. Scates all reiterated what 
Dr. Clardy noted about the Be¬ 
loved Community. 

“Hickman as a community can 
learn how to be that,” stated Rev. 
Varden. 

“We need to celebrate what is 
inside, not just the outside,” add¬ 
ed Rev. Delaney. “That would be 
the greatest honor to MLK.” 

“There is no color with Jesus,” 
said Rev. Scates. “It is just one 
way with Him. Come together 
and be one. Stop talking church 
and actually do church.”

scores. Teachers and administra¬ 
tors are studying Brigance data 
and identifying weaknesses and 
then plan accordingly to improve 
academic achievement.” 

The report released by the Ken¬ 
tucky Department of Education 
shows data from the Kindergar¬ 
ten entry screener survey, which 
is administered to all students 
during the first month of school. 

Girls scored higher than boys, 
55.6 to 44.6 percent. Asian stu¬ 
dents scored higher at 64 percent, 
with White kids at 52 percent, 
African-Americans at 46 per¬ 
cent, and Hispanics at 29 percent. 
All of those ratings rose slightly 
from last year.

Merger Studies 
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Grissom, President and CEO, 
would be leaving the local co-op 
after 14 years. 

HFRECC is seeking additional 
information regarding the 
possible merger from their 
member owners through a survey 
they mailed out. 

Dale Vowell is a HFRECC 
member owner and the manager 
of Hickman Electric System and 
he has many questions regarding 
the studies being performed. “I 
already completed and filled out 
my survey,” he said, which he 
thought was kind of vague. 

Vowell is not opposed to 
HFRECC seeking information 
regarding the possibility of a 
merger with another co-op. “If 
they are looking at it they just 
need to be transparent,” he said. 
“Tell the member owners what is 
going to happen and make sure 
in the long run it is good for the 
customers.” 

Hickman Electric System 
(HES), a “muni” (municipality) 
electric system has been in 
existence since 1964 and is 
owned by the City of Hickman. 

As of Monday the “muni” 
electric system has not 
been approached about a 
possible merger by HFRECC 
representatives. “We both receive 
our power from TVA,” noted 
Vowell. 

“We don’t have as many 
customers as they do,” he added, 
“We are one of the smaller munis 
on TVA and HFRECC is the 
smallest co-op.” 

Vowell also noted that being 
small doesn’t always mean you 
are going to have the highest 
rates. “Even if we do, we might 
only be two to three cents higher,” 
he noted. 

If HES were to be approached 
about a possible merger HES’s 
board and the City of Hickman 
Commissioners would first 
have to approve it. Then HES’s 
customers would vote on it. “It is 
possible the merger would need 
to include some money changing 
hands, maybe not a significant

amount,” stated Vowell. “We 
would need to look at this from 
the perspective of 10 or 20 years 
down the road, not just what is 
good for us now.” 

Vowell has been with HES 
for 26 years (seven as manager) 
and his dad was employed at 
HFRECC so he has a definite 
vested interest in the future 
of both HES and HFRECC in 
Hickman and Fulton counties. 

“What could a merger do to 
your customer service?” asked 
Vowell. “If people retire and are 
not replaced could it possibly 
increase the time a member 
owner is waiting for their power 
to come back on?” 

Both HES and HRECC service 
mainly residential customers. 
“Adding a commercial load 
would benefit both of us,” Vowell 
said. 

Currently, HFRECC has a 
vested interest in economic 
development to Fulton and 
Hickman counties, if they merge 
with another co-op could it affect 
the focus of bringing industries, 
more jobs to Fulton and Hickman 
counties? 

For HFRECC to merge with 
another co-op, which would be 
a first for TVA, a two-thirds vote 
would have to happen from both 
HFRECC and the electric entity 
they are merging with. 

“At this time, we are not 
looking for anyone to merge 
with,” reminded Vowell. “We are 
not in any trouble whatsoever.” 

Many factors contribute to 
local utility rates. “When TVA 
increases their rate, our rate goes 
up, but we haven’t had a local 
rate increase in a long time.” 

“We now pay wholesale for 
electricity at the rate we were 
selling it for as the retail rate 26 
years ago when I started,” Vowell 
remarked. 

More information regarding 
the status of the studies on the 
mergers from HFRECC could 
come in mid-February. “Typically 
other co-op mergers in the past 
have taken six months to a year 
to complete,” stated Grissom. 
“At this point we don’t have any 
more information to release.”
